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1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U. S C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 22-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The recitation "wherein each of the movement plates is configured to receive a tray", 
found in lines 6-7 of claim 22, is unclear since a single movement plate is recited. There is no 
antecedent basis for a plurality of movement plates. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs ( 1 ), (2), and (4) of section 37 1 (c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application being 
examined was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 
U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the 
amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 
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4. Claims 10-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Nakamura. 
Nakamura discloses in Fig. 13 a multi-stacker including guide frame 203 and movement 

plate 204. 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 10-29 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

6. Applicants amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this Office 
action.
